Our men, much
fighting for many previous days, and short of
provisions, rested on their guns. Our horses
had had no forage for two days. I had tele-
graphed and written urgently for rations and
torage to be sent us, but, on Saturday morn-
ing, before the action was resumed, 1 receiv-
ed a letter from General Franklin, written the
day before at Alexandria, steting to me that
he had been directed, by Gen MecClellan, to
inform me that rations and forage for my
command would be loaded into cars, and a-
vailuble wagons, as soon as I would send a
cavalry escort to Alexandria to bring them
up.

All hope of being able to maintain my po-
sition, whether victorious or not, vanished
with that letter. My cavalry was utterly bro-

'ken down by long service in the face of the
enemy. and bad as they were, could not be
spared from the front, even if there had been
time to go back thirty miles to Alexandria,
and await the loading of the trains. At the
time this letter was written Alexandria was
swarming with troops, and my whole army
interposed between that place and the enemy.
I at once understood that we must, if posible,
finish what we had to do that day, as night
must see us behind Bull Run, if we wished to
save men ant animals.”
